St. Petersburg, Aug. 1.—The German emperor, in the name of his government, 
sent to the Russian minister of foreign affairs at 7.30 o’clock a declaration of war. 

The announcement is made by the St. Petersburg telegraph agency, which is con¬ 
sidered the official news agency in Russia. 

Berlin, Aug. 1.—Emperor William signed an order mobilising the German army 
at 5.15 o’clock this evening. 

Paris, Aug. 1.—An official decree orders a general mobilisation of the French 
army beginning to-morrow. 

British Ruler Communicates With Csar, 

London, Aug. 1.—King George, in a final effort to prevent the outbreak of a gen* 
eral European war, and the meeting of millions of men in armed conflict, to-day at the 
eleventh hour, sent a dispatch to Emperor Nicholas of Russia, and his message was 
understood to contain an ultimatue appeal for the preservation of peace. His ma¬ 
jesty’s action was taken after an audience with Premier Asquith at 2 o’clock this 
morning when the war clouds were blackest. 

When the news of King George’s intervention with the Russian emperor was con¬ 
veyed to the German embassy here it elicited the remark that it tended to revive hope. 

The German ultimatum sent to Russia said that if Russia did not stop her mobil¬ 
ization by noon to-day Germany would begin the mobilization of her army. 

Italy Decides to Remain Neutral 

Paris, Aug. 1.—Dispatches from Rome say that Italy formally notified the Ger- 
; man ambassador there this evening that she will remain neutral. 

Rome, Aug. 1.—The Messagero declares that as it-is net a question of a defensive 
war on the part of Germany and Austria-Hungary, the other two members of the Triple 
Alliance, Italy has decided to confine herself to pointing out to her allies that her 
treaty obligations with them do not oblige her to take up arms in the present crisis, 
and that she will remain neutral. 

The newspaper adds it is uncertain if this neutrality will last until the end of the 
war, but Italy will stand aloof from hostilities as long as she is convinced that her in¬ 
terests are not infringed. 

Reservists Enrolled in Russian Centres. 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 1.—Enrollment of the reservists of the Russian army started 
at a hundred centres in the Russian capital at 6 o’clock this morning and was accom¬ 
panied by stirring scenes. Crowds of women and children accompanied their hus¬ 
bands and fathers to the assembling stations, while priests everywhere blessed the 
reservists as they marched through the streets, singing hymns. 

Austria Does Not Intend Annexation. 

London, Aug. 1.—The Westminster Gazette says the Austro-Hungarian govern¬ 
ment yesterday sent a communication to St. Petersburg declaring that Austria- 
Hungary had no intention of annexing Servia, extinguishing the sovereignty of Servia 
or re annexing the sanjak (province) of Novihazar. 

German Ambassador Remains at Paris. 

Paris, Aug. 1.—The German ambassador to France had packed and was ready to 
leave at 1 o’clock this afternoon when a dispatch reached him from Berlin making 
some sort of suggestion, which the French government took into consideration, and 
about which it exchanged views with London and St. Petersburg. 

Situation Gloomy But Still Hopeful.

Ottawa, Aug. 1.—The presence of a 
German cruiser on the Pacific coast 
will keep the Rainbow’s men on that 
vessel and the cruiser employed to 
protect British ports ami shipping on 
the Pacific. The British admiralty has 
notified the Canadian government that 
a third-class German cruiser Is on the 
west coast of America armed with 
ten four-inch guns. The boat Is small 
but capable of doing great damage If 
allowed full liberty. 

The British gunboats Algerine and 
Shearwater could do nothing, but the 
Rainbow, a faster boat and mounting 
two stx-tnch guns, Is more—than a 
match for the German boat, w Britain 
engages in war It will be the business 
of the Rainbow to get this German 
boat. 

The British squadron of four cruis¬ 
ers recently left the West Indies for 
f English waters. They carry thirty- 
four young Canadians who are partici¬ 
pating In the service. Four passed 
through the naval college at Halifax, 
served on a Dreadnought and gained 
rank of Junior lieutenants. In addi¬ 
tion there Is u class of eighteen and 
another class of twelve doing cruising 
work on the boats.

Official Statement Published 
That Attempts at Mediation

London. Aug. 1.—Tn regard to the 
financial situation, the Bank of Eng¬ 
land, which was again called on to 
supply an unprecedented amount of 
gold, raised Its rate to-day to ten per 
cent., which is higher than It has been 
since tho Indian Mutiny in 1R57. The 
next highest point was nine per cent. 
In 1873. The Bank of England printers, 
who work .m the premises, are engaged 
night and day In turning out new notes, 
as the bank has arranged to Issue hills 
to the maximum extent of Its ma¬ 
chinery and its charter permit, with a 
view to conserving Its gold reserve. 

The National Penny bank, and In 
stltutlon with many branches where 
many small deposits are received, was 
closed to-day. 

In announcing their decision to close 
the doors the directors said that owing 
to the serious financial situation at 
home and abroad, which has caused all 
stock exchange securities to suffer 
enormous deprecations so that they 
cannot !>e easily realized on and be¬ 
cause of the further difficulty In ob¬ 
taining gold coin, the directors feel 
compelled In the Interests of depositors 
to suspend business for a time.

The German Imperial chancellor to¬ 
day addressed a procession of de¬ 
monstrators from the window of his 
official residence making a stirring 
speech. He said: "At this serious 
hour. In order to give expression to 
your feelings for your fatherland, you 
have come to the house of Bismarck, 
who with Emperor William the Great 
and Field Marshal von Moltke welded 
the German Empire for us. 

"We wish to go on living In peace 
In the empire which we have developed 
In forty-four years of peaceful labor. 

"The whole work of Emperor Wil¬ 
liam has been devoted to the main¬ 
tenance of peace. To the last hour 
he has worked for peace In Europe 


Cardiff, Wales, Aug. 1.—The execu¬ 
tive council of the Wales miners' fed¬ 
eration refused to accede to the sug¬ 
gestion of the British admiralty that 
the miners In the collieries supplying 
vessels of the navy should work on 
Tuesday and Wednesday next, which 
has been arranged as miners' holidays. 
The council took the ground that It 
was not necessary for defensive pur¬ 
poses for the miners to work and they 
declined to encourage British Interven¬ 
tion in a European conflict. .« 

The members of the council sug¬ 
gested that this was an opportune 
moment for the miners In Europe to 
force on the governments their views 
condemnatory of war, and urged the 
calling of a convention of miners of all 
nations with this object in view.

The Russian em¬ 
bassy In London this evening 
pointed out the difficulty created 
for Russia by Germany’s ultimatum. 
An official said Russia had nothing 
against Germany and had merely 
taken precautionary measures on 
the Austrian frontier. He added 
that in spite of the gravity of the 
situation, "conversations” contin¬ 
ued both at Vienna and St. Peters- 
V-irg, and that Sergius Sazonoff. 
the Russian foreign minister, had 
declared he w a s p repared to go to 
the utmost limits to prevent war.

The Sixth field battery, of Montreal, 
In command of Col. Creel man, has of¬ 
fered Its services, while the famous 
Governor-general’s Footguard, of Ot¬ 
tawa, under command of Col. J. W. 
Wood, was the first to offer for service.

The success this year was due large¬ 
ly to the younger element, which was 
organized Into an anti-machine body. 
Public meetings were held and almost 
every means of political publicity util¬ 
ized to arouse the voters of the urgency 
of good government. The election 
continued for three days, at the end of 
which the reformists had captured all 
but 21 of the 75 seats In the assembly. 
Morikubo, the ousted leader, thereupon 
Invited his fellow' victims to a meet¬ 
ing at which It was voted to dissolve 
| the association. 

The new organization now In power 
Is known as the Municipal Government 
club. They are not content with re¬ 
forming municipal politics alone, how¬ 
ever, and have already begun a vigor¬ 
ous campaign to establish themselves 
In the national house of representa¬ 
tives, where the Selyukal, or Conserva¬ 
tive party will be the object of Its at¬ 
tack. The Selyukal has a large ma¬ 
jority In the diet, and since it was 
linked with the now defeated Tokiwa¬ 
kal, It appears to be In danger of losing 
Its power.

Provincial Game.—The province de¬ 
rived a revenue of $99,226 from gun 
licenses, according to the ninth annual 
report of the provincial game warden. 
Over 32,000 licenses were taken out 
by payment of fees and 7,639 Issued to 
prospectors and others free. The de¬ 
partment has Introduced w’apttl and 
red deer to some of the Islands on the 
coast, and Is planning to rear some 
young mountain goats and liberate 
them on Vancouver island in order to 
give to the Island a form of mountain 
game that nature has not supplied as 
on the mainland. Pheasants and 
grouse have also been successfully In¬ 
troduced In several district which 
were previously without them. Dur¬ 
ing the year 171 convictions for 
breaches of the Game act and fines 
totalling $4,287 Imposed. Bounties 
were also paid for killing 232 cougars, 
277 wolves, 1,618 coyotes and 68 golden 
eagles.

Waterway About Half Mile 
North of Old One 


Maple Leaf Liner Leaves New 
York August 10; Rosalia 
to Use Ditch 


Portland Grain Carriers Could 
Round Horn as Cheaply as 
by Using Panama 


Alter a great deal of digging a new 
channel from tho Gulf Into the Fraser 
River has been established, and very 
shortly the marine department will 
commission cue of Its lighthouse ten¬ 
der* to shift the Bandheads lightships 
and the numerous buoys which mark 
the present channel. It Is understood 
that In the now channel there Is from 
18 to* 20 foot of water at low tide, 
which In slightly deeper than the old 
channel which shipping going to 
Fraser River towns has used for a 
number of years. 

The new channel lies about half a 
mile north of the former waterway. 
An a result of the diversion of whip¬ 
ping to the new channel, the aids to 
navigation between thei^andheads and 
Steveston will have to be shifted. The 
moorings of the lightship, If possible, 
will be lifted and the craft anchored 
over the northern entrance to the 
mouth of the river. Tho acetylene 
buoy whibh marks the southern en¬ 
trance will also he moved. The 
[ twelve other buoys dotted along the 
course will be given new moorings. 

Fruhling Has Done Work. 

The big suction dredge Fruhling has 
done tho greater part of the digging, 
and the new channel will be a great 
boon to Fraser River shipping. Big 
ships will be able to enter the river 
for lumber cargoes, without any fear 
of running on to any sand bars, which 
kept piling up in the old channel. It 
le expected that the United States 
barquentlne Alta, Capt. Thonagel. now 
at Esquimau undergoing an overhaul, 
will be the first deep-sea ship to uce 
the new channel. Several of the coast¬ 
ing steamers have forsaken the old 
channel and steamed In and out of the 
river In the new one, but until the aldn 
to navigation are changed the new 
waterway will not bo universally 
utilized. 


Portland, Aug. I:— 1 Tonnage for 
currying grain to Europe Is t-xpcctajd to 
advance materially in sympathy with 
the soaring wheat market, and the 
situation is being watched closely by 
the local exporters.

The Prince of Wales has now been j 
an undergraduate at Oxford for Just 
two years. When he first came up 
rumor had It that his university life 
was to last the all too short space of 
one year only, and it was particularly 
welcome news to all Oxford the other 
day that it Imd been decided to pro¬ 
long hW stay for a further period. For 
Oxford 4k'slow moving In many ways. 
You cannot appreciate her In a day; 
and. ofi “fttr part, even In the case of 
princes, it IV only after close and test¬ 
ed acquaintance that individual mem¬ 
bers are accorded her approval and 
praise. Therefore. It was good news 
that the Prince of Wales was to stay 
longer among us, both that the spell 
i of Oxford might sink yet deeper Into 
his memory, and also that Oxford’s re¬ 
spect and affection for him might be 
still stronger and more lasting. 

King Edward an Oxonian. 

The prince's life at Oxford has been 
an experiment of a rather daring klrjd. 
It cannot be very easy, In planning tho 
details of education, to reconcile tho 
position of the prince and the position 
of the man. On the one baud, It may 
bo decided that It is impossible for the 
i royal personage to like the life of his 
contemporaries as they live It, or to go 
I through the education’ of an ordinary 
individual. 

Thus King Edward was sent as an 
undergraduate to Oxford, but his po¬ 
sition w'bs never normal. He never oc¬ 
cupied an undergraduate's rooms In 
Christ Church; he was marked out by 
the special gown he wore, and when he 
attended a debate at the union every¬ 
body present respectfully rose w’hen he 
entered. Thus, however pleasant and 
valuable his Oxford days may have 
been, King Edward can never have 
participated In the free good fellowship 
which we all enjoy; he can never have 
tasted to the full the fun and interest 
which comes alone from the Irrespon¬ 
sible and equal association of friends. 
In realizing In Its entirety the Incom¬ 
parable happiness of Oxford at Its best, 
perhaps the most humble undergradu¬ 
ate was more fortunate than he. 

An Ordinary Undergraduate. 

But for the present prince It was de¬ 
cided otherwise. He w’as to be In every 
sense an ordinary undergraduate No 
distinctions were to be observed by 
those he met In manner or In stylo of 
speech. There were to be no special 
privileges. He w f as to come up as a 
“fresher” and behave ss a “fresher." 
Thus, when he eventually arrived we

He has 
taken his share In those Intimacies and 
friendships between undergraduates 
and dons to which so many look loving¬ 
ly back. And he has been liked and 
respected by all. 

Experiment Is Successful. 

But the point to notice In consider¬ 
ing all these activities Is that by al¬ 
lowing the prince to lead an ordinary 
life great risks were taken and suc¬ 
cessfully passed. There are no great 
anlmoaittes in Oxford, bat the members 
of one set are not always too friendly 
to those of another. Th*ra must have 
been an anxiety before he came up that 
the prince would not be able to avoid 
being drawn too much Into a particu¬ 
lar group. Moreover the remove! of 
the privileges and distinctions of his 
rank necessarily Involved his being 
placed in a position of equality in a 
society fastidious as well as apprecia¬ 
tive, and critical as well as kindly. 

Again, if the prince were to play so 
many gsmee and take part In so many' 
activities he had to steer a middle 
[course between an undignified obscur¬ 
ity and ar. embarrassing prominence. 
Finally’, some must have wondered 
whether any one could enjoy such a life 
of Irresponsible equality’, and then 
easily pass on to the life of high po¬ 
sition and formality and publicity.'--* 
London Times.

Salt Spring Island Is one of the most 
benutlful and prosperous of the many 
In the gulf of Georgia, numbering a 
population of nearly one thousand 
souls. Ganges h'as become popular as 
a "summering place" and excursions 
during the "season" tire numerically 
important. (*f < ourse there Is a wharf 
at Ganges for the accommodation of 
the shipping and other traffic, a wharf 
upon which the provincial government 
has expended in the last six or tight 
years (in the way of repairs less than, 
a thousand dollars. Near the wharf 
Is a store and not far from the whnrf , 
Is another store, and "thereby hangs 
the tale."

THE LUMBER INDUSTRY. 


To (he Editor:—On Monday last the 
council decided to turn- down the "appli¬ 
cations" of two of our lumber mills sltu- 
ate on “the Creek" for certain easements 
required for prosecution of their busi¬ 
ness. Allow me to place before your 
readers the facts of the case for a better 
general understanding of the matter. 

The Creek Is a small area of water, 
forming a " ' | j 


'cul de sac." running out or 
the Selkirk Water, on which are situate 
four mills and the corporation yards. The 
total length of Its shore line Is about 
2.660 feet, of which the Cameron Lumber 
Co. own about 660 feet frontage, the city 
about 620 feet, plus about 210 feet along 
the side of Bridge street, James I>elgh A 
Sons about 600 feet, the Victoria. Shingle 
Mills about 180 feet, and Moore A Whit¬ 
tington about 200 feet. These are all 
manufacturing properties with common 
user-rights over the waters of the Creek. 
The Creek is dry to the mouth at low 
water and at the head has from three to 
five feet of water at high tide. I^elgh’s 
mills were established about 1890. and 
they usei}. without question, the whole 
of the waters of the Creek as their boom¬ 
ing ground.

\lan aspirations for a "window on the 
sea” were thwarted and the Albanian 
kingdom was created. But no sooner 
had It been created than the rival am¬ 
bitions of Italy and Austria began to 
clash and European observers forecast 
a quarrel between Austria and Italy 
such as Schleswig-Holstein provoked 
between Italy and Austria. 

Thus, on the edge of the present 
crisis the Triple Alliance found itself 
In a budly weakened condition. Aus- | 
trln on her southern boundary was 
confronted With Serb and Rumanian j 
armies, whose lighting capacity was 
proved, whose national asplr itlons i 
would be promoted by Austrian dis¬ 
ruption. Greece, too, excluded from 
North Epirus by Italy, had been driven 
to the entente and possessed a fleet 
and an army to be reckoned with. 

At home Austria faced growing 
disorder. Her Slav populations, their 
racial pride and confidence roused by 
Servian and Bulgarian victories, no 
longer endured with patience the 
persecutions of Germans and Hun¬ 
garians. Disloyalty was on the In¬ 
crease on all sides, and Austria 
seemed about to succeed Turkey as 
"The Sick Man of Europe.” 

In this situation German news¬ 
papers and public men began to de¬ 
mand that the clash between the

It was long ago pointed out that 
there is only one verse, the one hun¬ 
dred and twenty-second, which d»»es 
not contain some reference to, or de¬ 
scription of. the law of God. These 
references are made under some one 
of ten names, corresponding. It is sup¬ 
posed, to the ten words of commands 
which made up the decalogue. Verse 
105, “Thy word is a lamp unto my 
feet, and a light unto my path,” re¬ 
minds us that what a torch is to a 
man In a dark night the word of 
God is in life’s night and >n life's 
Journey. It prevents him from stum¬ 
bling over obstacles which are lying 
in his path; It enables him to see arid 
so to avoid precipices over which he 
might fall to certain destruction. The 
language is ns beautiful rhetorically 
gs It Is instructive spiritually.

But the gem 
of this characteristic effusion lies, as 
usual. In Its conclusion; 

"Finally, I would have Robert to 
know that I. Bernard Shaw, am the 
Intellectual leader of this movement 
and that In matters of religion and 
philosophy and economics and the 
high horse generally, Robert must 
take his orders from me." 

Which, In a certain sense, is true 
enough.

1 believe that It oould de¬ 
feat the French Mediterranean fleet, 
but the Italtun army, because of the 
dissension between democrats and 
Homan Catholics, la not nearly so 
.strong as Its paper strength of 
2,000,000 would indicate. 

"The big Issue In this situation Is 
between Germany and Husala. That 
war must bo fought sooner or later, 
uud If it Is fought now It will be bet¬ 
ter for Europe. 

"Now that Italy la out of the way 
1 should be very surprised to see 
France go to war with Russia against 
G' rmany because Russia Is the great 
menace to Europe. French and Brit-1 
lull Interests are closely merged, and : 
a Russian victory would be against 
British Interests. 1 cannot think 
therefore that France really intends 
to fight Germany. 

"If she does her navy will be dis¬ 
posed of In the North Sea when It 
swoops down on our north sea fron- 
tier. The French naval discipline Is bad, 
and In spite of her fast destroyers and 
fine ships 1 think we arc superior to 
France on the sea. As for the Russian 
navy’s one fleet we will bottle In the 
Baltic" and the other Is bottled by 
treaty In the Black Sea. Besides their 
ships are not good. 

"Russia would be at a disadvantage 
In a war with Germany because she 
would have such a tremendous fron¬ 
tier to defend, against both Austria 
and Orrmuny, whereas Germany’s 
frontier Is comparatively small. a 

"A war between the great power! 
of Europe would be an affair of Just u 
few days. The destructive power of 
armies and navies Is so great that It 
could not lust #ven Into weeks. On 
the other hand, prestige is not what 
is being sought, but money. The 
damage to commerce would be so tcr- 
rillc from even a six months' war that 
a victorious nation could never hope 
to recover from It. And it Is com¬ 
merce that the nations live on now.

As a result of the Europena crisis 
following the declaration of war be¬ 
tween Austria and Servla, the New 
York stock market during the past few 
clays has become the dumping ground 
for enormous holdings of securities by 
continental holders, and conditions 
which ran only be described as panicky 
culminated In the closing of the stock 
exchange the last day of the month, an 
action without parallel in the history of 
the exchange. 

Developments in international rela¬ 
tionship between Servla and Austria 
have disturbed the continent market at 
a time when, although still in a weak¬ 
ened condition, there were indications 
of improvement. How serious this 
European international situation may 
prove to i>e, time only can determine, 
but It has been a sufficient factor to 
disturb the international money mar¬ 
ket to the extent of inducing enormous 
liquidation of American securities by 
European holders, which, in turn, has 
caused a sharp advance in foreign ex¬ 
change to tho gold export level. The 
gravity of the situation may l»e judged 
from the fact that the Vienna. Brus¬ 
sels and Budapest exchanges are to re¬ 
main closed for several days, while the 
Austro-Hungarian bank rate was ad¬ 
vanced without warning, and the Bank 
of England discount rate advanced to 
8 per cent. 

The steel industry Is reflecting im¬ 
provement. Within the last week the 
shipments from the middle west steel 
plants have Increased materially. Rail 
shipments from the South Chicago 
yards are on an encouraging basis, and
